Apparently PIERCE's main Alliance strategy is to 
expand his organization in the Metropolitan Washington area 
in order to increase membership and financial contributions. 
PIERCE has shown no real interest in expanding into other 
areas of the country until he can consolidate the Alliance 
in the Metropolitan a r rea. In furtherance of this 
strategy PIERCE will continue to conduct local public 
meetings in an attempt to attract new members and supporters. 
(The next public meeting is scheduled for the first week 
of March at the Ramada Inn, Alexandria, Virginia - exact 
date and time unknown at this time.) PIERCE is not publicity 
motivated, therefore, at this stage he plans no large rallies 
or public demonstrations. He believes the Alliance lacks 
adequate manpower to successfully stage an effective protest. 

Source stated PIERCE in a recent publication 
(leaflet) purposely used words which were more militant 
and revolutionary in order to evaluate public acceptance. 
Subsequently, the Alliance has received a very negative 
reaction from its supporters as most thought PIERCE's 
language was too strong. In view of this negative 
reaction, PIERCE has decided to discontinue publishing any 
statements of a militant and/or revolutionary nature.

A meeting of the National Alliance was scheduled 
for 3:00 p. m. on Sunday, March 2, 1975, at the Ramada 
Inn of Alexandria, 901 North Fairfax Street, Alexandria, 
Virginia; however, people arriving at the Ramada Inn of 
Alexandria to attend the National alliance meeting were 
met by an unidentified man who advised that the meeting 
would be held at the Quality Inn, 300 Army-Navy Drive, 
Arlington, Virginia, and furnished copies of a hand- 
drawn map with directions to the Quality Inn. 

The National Alliance meeting at the Quality Inn, 
3Cfo''Afmy-Kavy Drive, Arlington, Virginia, began at'about 
4:15 p, m. with approximately thirty to thirty-five 
people in attendance. DENNIS NIX spoke first and explain¬ 
ed that the meeting had been removed from the Ramada Inn 
of Alexandria, because the National Alliance reservation 
had been cancelled by the Ramada Inn. NIX stated that the 
National Alliance had placed ads in “The Washington Post” 
and the “Washington Star-News" inviting people to attend 
a “white people's meeting" on March 2, 1975, and that the 
newspapers refused to run the ads in that form. He said 
it appeared in “the Washington Post" in a modified form. 

NIX said that after the ad had been placed, the United 
States Attorney at Alexandria, Virginia contacted the 
Ramada Inn of Alexandria concerning the National Alliance 
meeting, and the Ramada Inn cancelled the National Alliance 
reservation on the grounds that the meeting might incite 
employees of the Ramada Inn. NIX stated that the National 
Alliance had contacted the United States Attorney's Office 
and had been advised that there is nothing illegal with 
respect to holding a “white people's meeting". He said the 
United States Attorney denied the allegation that he had 
caused the National Alliance meeting to be cancelled by the 
Ramada Inn. 

The main speaker at the meeting on March 2, 1975, 
was WILLIAM L. PIERCE, who discussed the appointment of 
EDWAPvQ LEVI as Attorney General of the United States and 
LEVI's connections with communism and the Anti-Defamation 
League.

Staff members perform some 
menial administrative tasks, however, their primary 
responsibility is the distribution and sale of the NA/NYA 
tabloid newspaper, ’’Attack!"

The National Youth Alliance (NYA) is an organiza¬ 
tion originally formed from a nucleus of Youth For (George 
C.) Wallace supporters following the 1968 presidential 
election for the purpose of countering radical leftist 
and anarchist influences on the campuses of American 
colleges and universities. NYA currently is controlled 
by individuals who militantly promote white racialism 
and anti-Zionism and who suggest violent revolution 
.ultimately as the means for implementing their racial 
and political ideas in America. 

The February, 1974 (Number 25), issue of 
"Attack!", the tabloid newspaper published by NYA, announced 
the formation of a new organization called the National 
Alliance (NA). The new organization was described in 
"Attack!" as a "superstructure for an anticipated array 
of specialized, coordinate groups," of which NYA will 
continue as the youth group for individuals 30 years of 
age and under. Persons over 30 years of age wishing to 
join the "movement" must become members of the new 
organization.' According to "Attack!", "*** the National 
Alliance will remain generalized in its appeal and its 
membership and will guide and direct all the special 
interest groups ***". 







NATIONAL STATES RIGHTS PARTY 


The National States Rights Party (NSRP), formerly 
known as the United ?/hite Party, was organized in 1957 in 
Knoxville, Tennessee, The NSRP’s official party line 
promotes hatred against Jews, Negroes, Communists and certain 
law enforcement agencies, NSRP National Chairman J, B, Stoner 
has publicly" • advocated killing or deporting Jews; deportation 
of Negroes; '’doing away with; FBI pimps'Vand repeal of all 
civil rights laws. The NSRP carries out its line of hatred 
through the use of propaganda media and provocative demonstra¬ 
tions.

KNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX XL«L' (UXa) 


The United Alans of America, Inc., Knights of the 
Ku XI ux Xian (UKA) was chartered in 1961 at Atlanta, Georgia. 

It was formed as a result of splits in and consolidation of 
other Alan groups. In July, 1961, the United Klans, Knights 
of the Xu XI ux Xian of America, incorporated, merged with 
the Alabama Knights, Knights of the Ku XI ux. Alan. The merged 
organization was headed by Ilobert Shelton. In October, 1961, 
a majority of the Ku Klux Klan, were merged with the UiO-s. and 
iiobert Shelton continued as the leader. 

The UKA is the dominant Klan group in the United 
States with headquarters located at Tuscaloosa, Alabama, 
and Klaverns in various states. Kobert Shelton,of a.uscaloosa, 
Alabama, continues to be the Imperial Xizard of the organi¬ 
zation. The stated aims and'purposes of the UKA are the 
promotion of Americanism, white supremacy and segregation 
of the races. Like other Klan organizations, it is anti-Negro, 
anti-Semitic, and anti-foreign bom. 

Klan members and leaders have been involved in 
atrocities including beatings, bombings, and murders, and 
have engaged in activities seeking to deny others their 
constitutional rights.

Even before he became a 
Federal official. Pottinger was 
active in a.nti-White causes.

he has devoted* his legal skills 
"almost.exclusively to the same, 
diabolical campaign.

On December 5, 1975, T-l, a source who has pro¬ 
vided reliable information in the past, advised that an 
inquiry at the Virginia State Corporation Commission, 
Richmond, Virginia, identified William L. Pierce as one 
of the current directors of National Alliance, Inc., 703 
South 23rd Street, Arlington, Virginia. Pierce was also 
named as the registered agent of National Alliance, Inc. 


On January 6, 1976, T-l advised Pierce completely 
controls the NA/NYA as he delegates little authority and 
responsibility to his staff. Pierce handles all telephone 
calls, correspondence, financial records and personally 
maintains the organization’s mailing list. Pierce writes 
and publishes the NA/NYA tabloid newspaper '’Attack" .and 
the internal organ "Action".

There have- been some false claims of passing this second threshold in the 
past, typical was the Black Panther movement which invaded San Francisco’s

publicity for this stunt throughout the mass media, it vias a ; phoney ploy 
but they did make themselves known to the' entire U.S. population and as a
